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„„ WinpsoR, a Royal Caſtle, ſuppoſed to 
have been begun by K. Arthur, its build- 
ings much encreaſed by Edward III. The 
fituation is entirely worthy of being a royal 
reſidence, a more beautiful being ſcarce. to 
be found: For from the brow of a gentle 
riſing it enjoys the proſpe& of an even and 
green country; its front commands a val- 
ley extending every way, and chequered 
with arable lands and paſturage, cloathed up 
and down with groves, and watered by that 
entleſt of rivers the Thames; behind riſe 
| 8 hills, but neither ſteep nor very high, 
crowned with woods, and ſeeming deſigned 
by nature herſelf for the purpoſe of hunting. 
The Kings of England, invited by the de- 
liciouſneſs of the place, very often retire 
hither; and here was born the Conqueror of 
France, the glorious K. Edward III. who 
built the Caſtle new from the ground, and 
thoroughly fortified it with trenches, and 
towers of ſquare ſtone, and having ſoon after 
ſubdued in battle 7obn K. of France, and 
David K. of Scotland, he detained them 
both priſoners here at the ſame time. This 
Caſtle, beſides being the royal palace, and 
having ſome magnificent tombs of the 
Kings of England, is famous for the cere- 
monies belonging to the Knights of the

| Garter are ſtrictly choſen for 180 milita-

whatever, or even death itſelf, ro ſupport 
by their joint endeavours the honour of the 
ſociety: They are tiled, Companions of 
the Garter, from their wearing below the 
knee a purple Garter, inſcribed in letters of

3. e. Evil to him that Evil thinks : This they 
wear upon the left leg, in memory of one 
which happening to untie, was let fall by a 
great lady, paſſionately beloved by Edward 
while ſhe was dancing“, and was immedi- 
ately ſnatched up by the King ; who, to do 
honour to the lady, not out of any trifling 
ealanty, but with a moſt ſerious and ho- 
nourable purpoſe, dedicated it to the legs of 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed nobility.

There are three principal and very large 
courts in Windſcr Caſte, which give great 
pleaſure to the beholders : The firſt is en- 
cloſed with moſt elegant buildings, of white 
ſtone, flat roofed, and covered with lead; 
here the Poor Knights of the Garter are 
lodged; in the middle is a detached houle, 
which the Governor inhabits: In this is 
the public kitchen, belides a ſpacious 
Dining-Room, where all theſe knights eat 
at the ſame table; for into this ſociety of 
the Garter the King and Sovereign elects, 
at his own choice, certain perſons who muſt 
be gentlemen of three deſcents, and ſuch 
as for their age and the ſtraitneſs of their 
forrunes, are ficter for ſaying their prayers, 
than for the ſervice of war; to each of 
them is aſſigned a penſion of eihgteen pounds 
per annum, and cloaths; the chief inſtitution 
of ſo magnificent a foundation is, that they 
ſhould ſay their daily prayers to God for 
the King's ſafety, and the happy adminiſ- 
tration of the kingdom, to which . purpoſe 
they attend the ſervice, meeting twice every 
day at Chapel. The left ſide of this Court 
is ornamented by a moſt magnificent Chapel 
of one hundred and thirty-four paces in 
length, and ſixteen in breadth : This vene- 
| | WI rable 
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rable building is decorated with the noble 
monuments of Edward IV. Henry VI. and 
VIII. and of his wife queen Jane. It re- 
ceives from royal liberality, the annual in- 
come of two thouſand pounds, and that 
ſtill much encreaſed by the munificence of 
Edward III. and Henry VII. The greateſt 
princes in Chriftendom have taken it for the 
higheſt honour to be admitted into the Or- 
of the Garter; and ſince its firſt inſtitution, 
about twenty kings, beſides thofe of England, 
who are the ſovereigns, have been of it. 

In the inward Choir of the Chapel are the 
coats of arms, ſwords and banners, of Charles 
V. and Rodoiphus II. Emperors; of Philip 
of Spain; Henry III. of France, Frederick 
Il. of Denmark, &c. of Egſimir Count Pa- 
latine of the Rhine; and other Chriſtian 
Princes who have been choſen into this 
Order. 3 

The ſecond Court of Windſor Caſtle ſtands 
upon higher ground, and is encloſed with 
walls of great ſtrength, and beautified with 
fine buildings, and a Tower ; it was an an- 
tient Caſtle, of which old annals ſpeak in 
this manner; K. Edward, A. D. 1359, 
began a new building in that part of the 
Caſtle of Windſor where he was born, for 
which reaſon he took care it ſhould be de- 
corated with larger and finer' edifices 1 5

The third Court is much the largeſt of 
any, as it lands higher, ſo it greatly ex- 
cels the two former in ſplendor and ele- 
gance; it has one hundred and forty-eight 
paces in length, and ninety-ſeven in breadth; 
in the middle of it is a fountain of very clear 
water, brought under ground at an exceſſive 
expence from the diſtance of four miles: 
towards the eaſt are magnificent apartments 
deſtined for the royal houſhold ; towards 
the weſt is a tennis- court for the amuſement 
of the court; on the north fide are the royal 
apartments, conliſting of magnificent cham- 
bers, halls, and bathing- rooms, and a pri- 
vate Chapel, the roof of which is embel- 
liſhed with golden roſes and Fleurs: de- lis 3 
in this too 1s that very large banquetting- 
room, ſeventy-eight paces long, and thirty 
wide, in which the knights of the Garter 
annually celebrate the memory of their tu- 
tular Saint, St. George, with a ſolemn and 
moſt pompous ſervice.

CHAP. It 


Of the Royal Apartments in WIN os oO R 
CASTLE. 


H E royal apartments are on the 
[ North ſide of this princely Caſtle, and 
commonly go under the name of the Star 
Building, from the Garter and Star largely 
diſplayed in gold, in the middle of the 
building on the outſide next to the Terrace. 
The uſual entrance into the apartments 
is from the upper Court or Ward, through 
a handſome Veſtibule, ſupported by pillars 
of the Jonick order, with ſome antique 
braſs buftos in the ſeveral niches of no great 
account, the principal are a Roman vettal, 
and a ſlave in the action of picking: a thorn 
out of his foot. The great ſtair-caſe, is 
finely painted with ſeveral fabulous tories 
from Ovid's Metamorphoſess, particularly the 
ſtory of Phaeton, who 1s repreſented on the 
dome petitioning Apollo for leave to drive 
the chariot of the Sun; and on the ftair- 
caſe, in large compartments, are the tranf- 
formation of Phaeten's ſiſters into poplars, 
their tears diſtilling amber from the _

with this inſcription, Magnis tamen excidit 
Auſis, great events happen to the bold: Alſo: 
the ſtory of Cycnus K. of Liguria, who, 
being inconſolable for Phaetor's death, was 
transformed into a ſwan. Over cheſe, and 
on the ſeveral parts of the cieling, ſupported . 
by the Winds are repreſented the ſigns of 
the Zodiack, with baſkets of flowers, beau- 
tifully diſpoſed, and at each corner are the 
elements of Earth, Air, Fire, and Water, 

expreſſed by Cornucopeas, Birds, Zephyrs, 
Flaming Cenſers, Water Nymphs with fiſhes, 
and a variety of other repreſentations ex- 
preſſing each element; alfo Aurora, with 
her Nymphs in waiting, giving water to her 
| horſes. In proper attitudes in ſeveral parts 
of this ſtair-caſe, are alſo repreſented Comedy, 
Tragedy, Muſick, Painting, and other ſcien- 
ces, and the whole Stair caſe is beautifully 
_ diſpoſed and heightened with gold, and has 
a view to the back ſtairs, whereon is paint- 
ed the ſtory of Meleager and Atalanta. 
The painting of this Stair-caſe was by Sir. 
James Thornhill. 

The Queen's Guard Chamber, is the firſt 
apartment into which you enter: This 
room is compleatly furniſhed with fire- 
arms, as guns, bayonets, pikes, bandeleers 
Sc. beautifully ranged and diſpoſed into 

various 
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various forms, with the Star and Garter, | 
the royal cypher, and other ornaments inter- 
mixed, cut in lime-wood. Over the chim- 
ney, is a full portrait of prince George of 
Denmark in armour on horſcback, by Dab/, 
with a view of ſhipping, by Vandewell On 
the ceiling is Britannia, in the perſon of 
Q. Catherine of Portugal, conſort to King 
Charles II. ſeated on a globe, beating the- 
arms of England and Portugal, with the four 
quarters of the world, viz. Europe, Aſia, 
Africa, and America, and their reſpective. 
ſymbols attended by deities, preſenting 
their ſeveral offerings. The ſigns of the 
Zodiact are on the outer part of this beau- 
tiful repreſentation. In different parts of 
the cieling are Mars, Venus, Funo, Minerva, 
and other heathen deities, with Zephyrs, 
 Cupids, and other Embe! liſhments properly 
diſpoſed.

I be ceiling is painted in water colours: 
In one circle 1s Peace and Plenty, and in the 
other Mars and Minerva. In the dome, is a 
repreſentation of Mars, and the whole room 
is decorated with inſtruments of war adapt- 
ed to the chamber. Over the chimney is a 
whole Portrait on horſeback, as big as life, 
of Charles XI. King of Sweden, Wyck. 
Eight Paintings of Battles, Sieges, &c. 
by Rugendas are placed in this room on the 
new arrangement of Paintings by his pre- 
ſent Majeſty. 
In this room the Knights of the Garter 

dine in great ſtate at the Inſtallation, in the 
abſence of the Sovereign. 


St. George's Hall. This Hall is ſet apart 
particularly to the honour of the moſt il- 
luſtrious Order of the Garter, and is perhaps 
the moſt noble chamber in Europe, both 
with regard to the building and painting,

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taſte. The center of the cieling 1 is a large 


oval, wherein is repreſented K. Charles II. 
in the full habit of the Order St. George 


or the Garter, attended by England, Scotland, 
and Treland : Religion and Plenty holding the

head; Mars and Mercury with the emblems 
of War and Peace, are on each ſide the 


Monarch: In the ſame oval is regal go- 
vernment ſupported by Religion and Eter- 
nity : Juſtice, attended by Fortitude, Tem- 
perance, and Prudence, beating down Re- 
bellion and Faction in a Hydra of evil Genii, 
in one of which the Painter is ſaid to have 


introduced the E— of Shafteſbury, a Stateſ- 


man of that reign, diſperſing Libels. On 
the part of the ceiling, towards the throne, 
in an octagon, is St. George s Croſs enviro- 


roned with the Garter within the Star or 


Glory ſupported by Cupids in the 
Motto

and other emblliſhments, * the

On the back of the State, or Sovereign's 
Throne, is a large Drapery, whereon is

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In allufion to King William III. who is 
plante under a 0 canopy, in the habit 


of the Order, by Sir Godfrey Kneller; the 


aſcent to the throne is by five ſteps of fine 


marble, to which the painter has made an 


addition of five more, to great perfection, 
which agreeably deceive the ſight, and in- 


duce the ſpectator to believe them equally 
real. 


The meaſurement of this room in length, 


is 103 feet 8 inches, and the whole North 


ſide is taken up with the triumph of Ed- 
ward the Black Prince, ſon to the renowned 
Edward III. in the manner of the Romans. 


The many conqueſts of this moſt heroic 


Prince, fill the hiſtories of this and other 


nations of Europe. On the upper part of 
the hall, is the royal Edward III. the Con- 
queror of France and Scotland, the Builder 
of this royal Caſtle, and the illuſtrious 
Founder of this moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, ſeated on a throne, receiving the 
kings of France and Scotland priſoners ; the 
Prince is ſeated in a carr in the middle of 
the proceſſion, crowned with lawrel, and 
carried by. ſlaves, preceeded by captives, 
and attended by the emblems of victory, 
liberty, and other En/ignia of the Romans, 


E played; 


with the Banners of France and Scotland diſ-— 
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played; and, the painter, to indulge his 
fancy, has cloſed the proceſſion with the 
fiction of the Counteſs of Saliſbury, in the 
perſon of a fine lady making garlands for 
the Prince, and a repreſentation of the 
Merry Wives of Windſor, made famous by 
Shakeſpeare's mule, including allo a repre- 
ſentation of himſelf. : 

Of this moſt glorious Prince Edward III. 
and his victorious ſon, Sir Foh» Denham, in 
his excellent poem afore- mentioned, peaks 
in theſe words: 


Of thee, "IG Edward; ins thy greater

(The lillies which his e wore, be won ) 
Aud thy Bellona, who thy conſort came, 
Not only to thy bed, but to thy fame; 
She, to thy triumph led one captive King, 
And brought that ſon which did the other 


bring.

But to proceed; at the lower end of the 
Hall, is a noble muſic. gallery, ſupported 
by ſlaves. larger than life, in proper attitu- 
des, and are laid to repreſent a father and 
his three ſons, whom the valiant Black 
Prince made captives in his wars abroad, 
Over this gallery, on the lower compart - 
ment of the ceiling, is the collar of the 
Order of the Garter, fully diſplayed: And 
the painting in the ſeveral parts of this 
room is highly finiſhed, and heightened 
with gold, and allude to the enſigns of the 
Carter, to the honour of which moſt il- 
luſtrious Order, this noble room is particu- 
larly ſet apart and dedicated; and when 
the Sovereign is preſent at an inſtallation, 
the Knights Companions dine in great ſtate, 
in this Hall of the Order.

to this hall, and no leſs royally adorned; 
on the cieling is the Aſcenſion nobly painted, 
and the Altar-piece is the Laſt-Supper of 
our Tord, done to great perfection; in an 
oval opening behind is the Organ. On the 
North fide of this Chapel are the raiſing 
Lazarus from the dead, the curing the ſick 
of the; Palſy, with other miracles of our 
Saviour, beautifully painted alſo by Verrio, 
and among the groupe of ſpectators the 
painter has introduced himſelf, with Sir 
Godfrey Kneller, and Mr. Cooper, who aſſiſt- 
ed him in theſe Paintings. The cloſets for 
his Majeſty and the royal family form the 
Eaſt end of this chapel; the canopy, cur- 
tains, and furniture are of crimſon velvet, 
with fringe of gold; and the Sovereign al- 
ways go to Chapel in great ſtate. The 
carved work alſo of this Chapel is worthy 
the attention of the curious, done by the 
famous artiſt Gibbons before- mentioned, in 
Lime tree, reprefenting great variety of 
palms, doves, pelicans, and other alluſions 
to ſcripture hiſtory ;, alſo the Star and Gar- 
ter, and other Ornaments, finiſhed to great 
perfection; and this Chapel, no leſs than 
St. George's Hall, equally ſtrikes the ſpec- 
tator with veneration and due regard. 


From this Chapel the return is into the 
Queen's Guard Chamber, or firſt room of en- 
trance,

trance, and this cloſes the ſeveral ſtate 
apartments, that are ſhewed to the public: 
The other apartments are not open but 
when the Court reſides at Vindſor, and con- 
ſiſt of many beautiful chambers, with pain- 
tings by the beſt maſters; and it muſt be 
confeſſed, beſides the great beauty of the 
ſituation, the ſeveral apartments that com- 

poſe this Palace and Caſtle, are moſt ſpaci- 
ous and noble, worthy a monarch of Great 

Britain, and not exceeded by the moſt 
boaſted Palaces of foreign Princes. 

The Inner or Horn- Court, as commonly 
called, from a pair of ſtag's horns of exceed- 
ng Jargenefs, meaſuring. 10 feet in width, 
taken in the Foreſt, and ſer up in this court, 
is uſually look'd into by ſtrangers. On the 
Zaſt front, is cut in letters of gold, 

CaroLus StEcunDus REx, Ann 1677. 

From this coutt, by æ fliꝑlit of ſtone- ſteps 
the entrance is into the King's Guard Cham- 
zer before- mentioned: In a cavity under 
theſe ſteps, and fronting this court, is a 
figure of Hercules in like painting: On the 
dome over the ſteps, is painted the battle of 
the gods, and on the ſides of the ſtair. caſe, 
is a repreſentation of the four ages of the 
world, and two battles of the Greets and 
Romans in Freſco.

HE Chapel of St. George, is ſituated 
. in the middle of the lower Court or 
Ward of this princely Caſtle, and was firſt 
erected by King Edward III. Anno 373. 
ſoon after the — of the College, for 
the honour of the Order of the Garter, and 
dedicated to St. George, the Patron of the 
Engliſh nation, and now appointed the pecu- 
har Patron of this new. eſtabliſhed Order of 
Knighthood. However noble and magni- 
ficient the deſign of the magnanimous and 
princely Founder might be, King Edward 
IV. nor finding it entirely compleated, or 
not eſtreming the fabric ſufficiently large 
or ſtately, improved the ſtructuùre, and del 
figned the pieſent building, together with 
the houſes of the Dean and Canons, ſituate 
on the North and Veſ ſides of the Chapel: 
King Henry VII. carried on the work, and 
afterwards finiſhed the body of this C hapel 7 
and Sir Reginald Bray, Knight Companion 
of the Order, and a principal courtier and 
favourite of that King, greatly aſſiſted in 
ornamenting the Chapel, and compleating 
the roof.

The architecture of the inſide of this 
Chapel, has at all times been eſteemed for its 
neatneſs and great beauty; the ſtone- roof, e- 
| ſpecially is reckoned a moſt excellent piece 
of workmanſhip, rarely to be equalled it is 
an ellipſis ſupported by pillars of antient 
Cothic architecture, whoſe ribs and groins 
ſuſtain the whole ceiling with admirable 
beauty and elegance. Every part of this 
lofty ceiling has a different device to great 
perfection, as the Arms of King Edward 
the Confeſſor, Edward III. Edward the Black 
Prince, Henry VI. Edward IV. Henry VII. and 
Henry VIII. Alſo the Arms of France and 
England quarterly, the holy crofs, the ſhield: 
or croſs of St. George, the roſe, portcullis,. 
lion. rampant, unicorn, fleur-de-lis, dragon,. 
Prince*s Feather, Sc. alto the arms of Bour- 
chier, Stafford, Haſtings, Beaufort, Manners; 
and other noble families. 1124 


The Arms and creſt alſo, with various 
devices peculiar to the above Sir Reginald 
Bray; and of Dr. Vrſwick, Dean of this Cha- 
pel, in the time of King Henry VII. are par- 
ticularly more frequent in different parts of 
the roof, and the ſaid Sir Reginald Bray eſpe- 
cially, does appear to have been a very ſin- 
gular and great benefactor to this Church.

It would be tedious, and give [bug ſmall 
ſatisfaction to the reader, to relate here the 
many particulars on the ſeveral parts of this 
curious ceiling, which has always attracted 
the attention of the moſt knowing architect, 
and been eſteemed equal to any building of 
the like kind in Europ: It is however pro- 


per not to paſs by without due notice, that 


part of the ceiling in the nave or middle 
arch of this chapel, where are curiouſly de- 
ſigned and blazoned, the Arms of Henry 
VIII. Sovereign, and the ſeveral Knights- 


Compaions of the Garter, Anno 1528, as 


appears by the date under the royal arms, 
being the 19th of that Prince's reign.

The Altar-Piece of this Choir is a beautiful 
Painting being a repreſentation of the Loft 
Supper: This Altar was heretofore adorned 
with gold and purple damaſk, the gift of 
King Charles II. ſoon after the Reſtoration, 
which was appropriated to the ule of the 
Altar till the year 1707, when on moving 
the wainſcot of Ur/mict's. chapel, was found 
the preſent painting of the Laſt Supper: This 
had formerly been ſecreted in the time of 
religious plunder; and being highly ap- 
proved of by Sir James Thornhill, Verrio, 
and: other eminent Maſters, was now repair- 
ed, and the whole Altar diſpoſed in the 


preſent decent order, and becoming neat- 
neſs.

This deſcription of the Chapel of St. 
GrorGE, will be concluded with an account 
of the principal monuments therein, bur firſt 
we recommend to the curious a due attention 
to this antient ſtructure, it being univerſally 
acknowledged, that the architecture of this 


beautiful Chapel is exceeded by few, if any - 


building in this, or, in any other 
nation.

1 Admiral of England, in the reign 
of Q. — for above thirty years; high 
in the favour of his royal Miſtreſs, and, 
after a life ſpent with great honour, his lorl- 
ſhip died Anno 1584. and was buried in this 
Chapel. and a handſome monument was 
erected to his memory by his lady, who alſo 
is here buried; the monument is of ala- 
baſter, with pillars of porphyry. 


II. Sir Reginald Bray, was buried in the 
middle iſle in the Chapel before 
Se Beginalk mentioned, that goes under his 
27 fo name. This Gentleman, who 
died Anno 1502) has no monument, and, 
robably, this Chapel itſelf was thought the

To his great experience in affairs of ſtate, 
this gentleman had joined a happy know- 
ledge 1 in architecture, as this Chapel of Sr. 
GeokGe, and alſo the Chapel built by this 
King at Weſtminſter, in which Sir Reginald 


had alſo a principal concern and direction, 
do both ſufficiently teſtify. 


In this Chapel are handſome monuments 
to the memory of Dr. Brideoałe biſhop of 
Chicheſter, Dr. Thompſon dean of Windſor, 
and biſhop of Glouceſter. Allo in this Cha- 
pel are buried the late Rev. Dr. Waterland, . 
Canon of this Church, and other learned 
men, as by their ſeveral monuments and in- 
ſcriptions do appear.

paſſed by unnaticed; they were

beauty,and ſize, claims particularobſervations, 
The figures of King Solomon, Sts. Deter, the 
Kings Edward ube Confeſſor, and Edward IV. 
with other repreſentations are well executed, 
and the whole window is bold, and an orna- 
ment to this antient and elegant Chapel. 

Laſtly, adjoining to the 2 end of this 
Chapel, is a fair edifice, of like 1 
building, erected by King Henry — .

fuſion of expence unknown to former ages, 
deſigned and began here a moſt ſumptuous 
monument for himſelf, from whence this

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- Tomb Houſe ; but by the inattention of Hiſ- 
torians, a miſtaken opinion prevailed, that 
the whole building was at firſt erected by 
thar Cardinal. This monument was /6 glo- 
rious (as Lord Bacon oblerves'in his life of 

Eng Henry VIII.) that it far exceeded that of 
King 90 VII. in Weſtminfter Abbey ; and 
at the time of the Cardinals difgrace, and 
the loſs of his royal Maſter's favour, the 
defign had been ſo far executed that 42 — 

ducats had been paid to the Statuary, 3 
pounds ferling to the Gilder, for what dad 
been in part done: but ſo illuſive are human 
purpoſes, that the Cardinal dying ſoon after 
his retirement from court, was privately bu- 
ried in the Cathedral Church at York, and 
the monument remained unfiniſhed, and at 
laſt viz. Anno 1646, became the plunder of 
rebels; and the ſtatues and figures of gilt 
copper of exquiſite workmanſhip, made for 
the ornament of the tomb, ſold to carry on 
the moſt unnatural rebellion, :. 
King James II. converted this building 
into a Chapel for the ſerwice of popery, 
and maſs Was publickhy performed here 
Yerrio the famous Painter, ho had been 
many vears employed. in painting the royal 
Apartments, painted this Chapel allo. Pity” 
it is that this building which might be an 


ornament, ſhould be ſuffered to run to ruin,

 Georce's Chapel with great ſtate and ſo- 
lemnity ; and it is the peculiar privilege 
of this royal Chapel, that the Inſtallation,” 
by the heroick and warlike Founder, is. 
expreſsly appointed to be ſolemnized and: 
held therein, either by the Knights them 
ſelves in perſon, or on allowance from the: 
Sovereign, by their proxy. | 


In former times the new or Kzights Ele: 
went in a ſolemn and ſtately proceſſion to 
Vindſor, attended by their friends and ſer- 
rants. in the richeſt, liveries with. exceeding; 

great: 
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| great pomp and cavalcade; alſo the pro- 
ceſſion of the Knights from their lodgings in 
the Caſtle to the Chapel of St. GEOROE, 
has ſometimes been on horſeback, but moſt 
frequently on foor, as is the preſent cuſtom. 


The Inſtallation or Inauguration of a 
Khight of this molt noble Order, conſiſts in 
a conjunction of many ceremonies, eſtabhſh- 
ed by the Royal Founder, and ſucceeding 
Sovereigns of the Order, for the greater dig- 
nity and regularity of this Hluſtrious Society; 
and the fole ordering thefe Ceremonies of 
Inſtallation belongs unto Garter King at

On rhe morning of Inſtallation, 7 Be Knights :

It may be proper to obſerve here, that the 
Order of the Garter was inſtituted by the moſt 
heroic and warlike Prince Edward III. King 
of England and France, Anno Domini, 1349. 
in the 23d year of his reign, for the Improve- 
ment of Military Honour, and the Reward of 
Virtue: it is allo called the Order of St. 
GeorGe, the renowned Patron of England, 
under whoſe Banner the Engliſb Army always 
marched to the field of 1 4 ; and the 
| Croſs of St. George was appointed the Enſign 
of this moſt noble Order: at the fame time 
the Sovereign appointed the Garter to be the 
principal mark of diſtinction of the Order, 
and co be worn by the Knights on the left 
leg; not from any regard to a lady's garter, 
as has idly prevailed among the vulgar, and 
improved by the fancy of Poets and Painters, 
contrary to Truth and Hiſtory, but as a Tye 
or Band of aſſociation in honour and military 
virtue, 
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virtue, to bind the Knights - Companĩons irish 
to himſelf and each other, in friendſhip and 
true agreement, and as an Enfign or Badge of 
unity -and combination, to promote the honour 
of God, and the glory and intereſt of their Prince 
and Sovereign. . 
Farther, King Edward being at this time 
engaged in proſecuting by arms his Right 
to the Crown of France, cauſed the following 
French motto, 


Fox sor QUI MAL Y PENSE, 


to be wrought in letters of gold round the 
Garter, declaring thereby the Purity and 
Equity of his intention in this his Inſtitution, 
and at the ſame time to retort Shame and 
Defiance upon him that ſhould dare to think 
111 of his royal intent in this noble Inſtitu- 
tion of Honour, and of the juſt Enterprize 
he had undertaken for the ſupport of his 
Right to that Crown. Bur for a more gene- 
ral Account of the Order of the Garter, the 
Reader is referred' to the Hiſtory and Anti- 
quitic; of Windſor Caſtle before- mentioned, 
wherein the Inſtitution, Laws, and Ceremo- 
nies of thismoſt noble Eſtabliſhment of Ho- 
nour are treated of at large, with the Sta- - 
tutes of the Order, and a Catalogue of the

'N.a work of this nature, although in- 
- tended principally for the information 
and uſe of flrangers who viſit the royal Caſ- 
tle, it may. be thought neceſſary to make 
mention of Mindſor, a ſpacious and well in- 
habited Town and antient Borough; bur the 
principal boaſt is its royal Caſtle, for ſeven: 
hundred years paſt, the moſt uſual Reſidence : 
of the Kings of England, and the Seat of ho- 
nour of the moſt illuſtrious Order of knight-- 
hood in Europe. „ | 
The ſituation of the Town is molt pleaſant 
on thebanks of the river Thames, in the midſt 
of delightful: vallies.. Many gentlemen 
of fortune and family conſtantly reſide in 
the Town and Neighbourhood : The Pariſh : 
Church is a ſpacious antient Building, ſituat- 
ed in the High-ſtreet- in which alſo is 
erected the Guild- Hall or Town Houſe, a 
neat regular Edifice built in 1686, ſupported

by Columns and Arches of Portland ſtone 
'The Hall is a ſpacious large room, well 
adapted for the meeting of the Mayor and 
Corporation for the buſineſs of the Borough. 
In this Hall are the Portraits of K. Charles II. 
King William, and Queen Mary, Queen 
Anne, Prince George of Denmark ; alſo Arch- 
biſhop Laud, and Theodore Randue who gave 
large Charities to the Corporation, with tome 
others of no great account: the Balls and 
public Aſſemblies of the neighbourhood are 
keprt in this Hall. 1 . 
The Town of Windſor has of late been 
greatly improved, the Streets better diſpoſed, 
and new paved with heath- ſtone from the 
Foreſt, and a neat broad Pavement made for 
foot paſſengers after the manner of London 
and Weſtminſter : the Streets are alſo well 
lighted in winter, and publick nuiſances re- 
moved, under the direction of Commil- 
ſioners appointed by an Act of Parliament, 
who, by a commendable diligence and at- 
tention, have carried this beneficial undertak- 
Ing into execution, to publick utility, and the 
ſingular commodity and pleaſure of the In- 
habitants. Many gentlemen of the town and 
neighbourhood ſubſcribed liberally to pro- 
mote the undertaking. 'The late Members 
of parliament gave zocl. each; and his Ma- 
zeſty, out of his gracious favour, gave 
CE e 10000. 
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of gold. 
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10007. towards the greater improvement of 


dis royal Borough and Seat of Honour of the 


moſt noble Order of the Garter. 
In the year 1707, the Corporation out of 


a dutiful regard to Queen Anne, (who con- 


ſtantly made Mindſor her ſummer reſidence) 
erected at the north ſide of the Town Howſe, 
the Statue of that Princeſs veſted in her royal 
Robes, with the Globe and other Enſigns of 
Regalia; and underneath, in the freeze of 
the entablature of the leſſer columns and 
arches, is the following inſcription in letters

WinwpsoR has lately received an addi- 
tional Beauty by the new erected Building 
or Palace on the entrance into the Little 
Park, named the Queen's Lodge. This Build- 
ing is on an eaſy. Aſcent, or ſpot of ground 
oppolite the upper Court of the Caltle on 
the South ſide, and commands a moſt plea- 
ſing proſpect over the Parks and neighbour- 
ing Country. This Royal Lodge, ſtands op- 


polite the great Gate of the Caſtle, with the 


Offices on the Eaſt ſide. In. front, 1s a beau- 
tiful 


tiful Verdure incloſed by a range of Iron 
Palliſades. The Garden is elegant, and 
much enlarged by the addition of the Gar- 
dens and Houſe of the Duke of St. Alban's, 
lately purchaſed by his Majeſty, and which 
make a part of the Royal Reſidence. Mate- 
rial alterations have been alſo made in ſeve- 
ral parts of the Caſtle and Ferrace. The 
Caſtle-Ditch has been filled up, and made 
level round the lower Walls; the more 
hilly or riſing ground of the adjoining Park 
on the Eaſt ſide of the Caſtle, has been low- _- 
ered leveral feet, by which a more enlarged 
View, and a freer Air is given to the Caltle 
and theſe new Buildings. His Majeſty is 
daily proceeding in adorning this part of 
Vindſor, and adding farther Elegance and 
Ornament to this Royal Reſidence. | 


I H E preſent Account of this Borough 
Town, concludes with this Royal Manſion 
or Lodge, The Environs and Country ad- 
jacent afford a larger field of Deſcription, 
and add greatly to the Beauty of indſor, 
which owes much to its. Situation in a de- 
lightful Country, and this Royal Caſtle. 


Having already taken notice of the Terrace 
and Little Park adjoining to the Caſtle, whoſe 
pleaſant Walks make an agreeable Appen- 
dage, and equally give Health and Pleaſure 
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tothe Neighbourhood, am now naturally led 
Grat Pa-. to make mention of the Great- 
| * Park, which lays on the ſouth 
fide of the town, and opens by a moſt noble 
Road, or Long-Walk, in a direct line, to the 
top of a delightful hill at the diſtance of near 
three miles. This Road, through a double 
Plantation of Trees on each ſide, 
l leads to the Ranger or Keeper's 
„% Lodge, the Reſidence of his R. 
H. the late Duke of CUMBERLAN D, who 
greatly improved the natural Beauties of this 
Park, and by large Plantations of Trees, ex- 
tenſive Lawns, new Roads, ſpacious Canals, 
and Rivers of water, made this Villa the 
delightful Habitation of Princes. This 
Park is fourteen miles in circumference, and 
is well ſtock'd with Deer, and variety of 
other Game. The late Duke was ſucceeded 
both in the Rangerſhip of this Park; as alſo 
in Title by his royal Nephew, the preſent 
Duke of Cumberland. 1 | 
The Building, or Bellvidere on Shrud's Hill, 
over a beautiful Verdure and young Planta- 
tion of Trees, is very elegant, and affords the 
moſt delightful rural Scene: the noble Piece 
of Water in the Valley underneath, was ef- 
fected at a large expence, and from a ſmall 
ſtream or current of water, was made a ſpa- 


cious-

cious River, capable to carry Barges and 
Boats of pleaſure, with freedom : his Royal 
Highneſs allo erected over this River, a 
Bridge of moſt curious Architecture, on a 
noble and bold plan, being a ſingle Arch, 

one hundred and fixty-five feet wide: this 
Piece of Water was a great ornament to the 
Park, and terminates in a Grotta, and large 
Calcade or fall of water; but has of late 


ſuſſered damage by the breaking up of the 
Head Bank. 


Neither was the Attention of his Highneſs 


confined to the Park only, but extended in 
like manner to the adzoinin 

Foreſt, that Scene of Rural toes. the Foret 
ſion, and Place of Refidence of the royal 
Game. Among the improvements here 
made by that noble Prince, the two miles 
Courie on Afcot-Heath cannot be paſſed un- 
noticed: This Race Ground was laid out 
and brought into the moſt beautiful order 
at a large expence, and is one of the firſt 
Courſes in the Kingdom. The Foreft is of 
great extent, and was appropriated to hunt- 
ing, and the habitation of the King's deer 
by William 1. who eſtabliſhed many Laws and 


Regulations which are at this time obſerved 


for the Preſervation of the royal Game, and 
betterRegulation of the Foreſt. In this exten- 
ſive Tract of Land are ſeveral agreeable 
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Towns and Villages, of which Wokingham is 
the principal, and almoſt in the center of the 
Foreſt; and although the land is generally 
barren and uncultivated, it affords great de- 
light and pleaſure in riding, by beautiful 
Hills and Vales, intermixed with fine lawns 
and herbage for catcle, alſo by the many a. 
greeable Habitations of Gentlemen, whoſe 


Pleaſant Villas intervene, 
To grace the ſweetly varied ſcene. 


And, if we conſider the noble exerciſe of 
the Chace which this Foreſt admits of, the 
largeVerdures and ſhady Plantations of Oak, 
Beech, and other Trees, that ſo frequently 
abound in this delighttul ſpot, it muſt be 
confefled that this Park and Foreſt are pecu- 
liarly adapted by nature to rural pleafure and 
delight; and that no juſt idea can be formed 
of the many beauties that here, on ever 
ſide, offer to our ſight, by the beſt de- 
ſcription in proſe: our great Engliſ Poet 
only can truly paint out theſe Sylvan Scenes 
and delightful Habitations ; whoſe Muſe, 
(whilſt himſelf reſided in this Foreſt) pro- 
duced one of the fineſt Poems in our lan- 
guage, on this ſubject, and which he thus

commands the moſt beautiful landſcape, or 
picture of nature. In a ſpacious chamber in 
the houſe are painted, and regularly ranged 
in large pannels, the military dreſſes of the 
different Corps in the Armies of Europe. 
His Royal Highneſs the Duke of Glouceſter, 
is: the preſent Ranger of the Foreſt. Oppo- 
„ „o, ite to the front of this Lodge 
e 985 on the neighbouring Plain, in 
the pariſh of Ving field, is a handſome Build- 
ing erected and endowed by the late Earl of 
Ranelagh, ſometime Ranger of this Foreſt, I 
For the education of twenty boys and girls. 

On this pleaſing ſpor, or part of the Foreſt, 
are the Villas of Henry Batſon, Eſq. General 
Hudſon, and other Gentlemen, who for the 
molt part reſide here and in the neigh- 
bourhood : At a ſmall diſtance Fern. Hill 
offers to the fight on a pleaſing eminence, 
the Reſidence of Lady Knollys Col. Deacon, 
Equery to his R. H. the Duke of Cumber- 
land, has lately erefted an elegant Building 
on an incloſed part of the Foreſt near Sand- 
Pit. Gate. | 


St. Leonard's-Hill is near adjoining, and 
requires particular notice, on account of 1ts 
delectable fituation, and the large Plantation 
of Oak and Beach, which here form a molt 
agteeable variety. On the ſummit of 1

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Hill is a noble Lodge, firſt began by the 
Counteſs of Waldegrave, and greatly im- 
proved by his Royal Highneſs th& Duke of 
Glouceſter, on his Marriage with that Lady; 
and from this Improvement, and the Reſi- 
dence of their Highneſſes, is named G 
ceſter- Lodge. The Houſe is elegant, and the 
ſituation commands an extenſive Proſpect 

over the River Thames, and a moſt beau- 
tiful fruitful Country. On the fide of the 
Hill, is a pleaſing Villa, equally beautiful 
in its ſituation, and large Plantations, for 
many years the Reſidence of ſeveral Per- 
ſons of diſtinction, and of late purchaſed. by 

his Royal Highneſs the Duke, as an Appen- 
dage or Farm to the firſt-mentioned Houſe; 
Bur, to the great loſs of the neighbourhood 
in general, this delightful Spot is lately de- 
prived of the Royal Reſidence, and is di- 
vided; one part, or the Farm, (as it is called) 
being lately purchaſed by Kichardſon, 
Eſq. and the principal, or the Greater 
Manſion, by Mr. M*Namera. This, and 
the ſeveral Villas before- mentioned, merit a 
more full and particular deſcription, was it 
not to avoid a Repetition of the ſame Beau- 
ties which are common to each. And here,

The Wells are deſigned with ſome taſte, and 
are neatly laid out: Aſſemblies, or public 
Breakfafts, were here held for years paſt, 
for the benefit of agreeable Converfation, 
and to partake of the pleaſing Amuſements 


of this ruſtick Spot. Theſe Meetings have 


of late been much leſſened, but Sunning- Hill 
will always be agreeable, and is the Reſi-

1550 of late changed their Owners. They 
are in general agreeably ſituated on the 
Banks of the River Thames, and have large 
Walks and Gardens with their particular 
Beauties. Beaumont Lodge, now inhabited 
by-——Matts Eſq. is on the hill, and com- 
mands a extenſive and delightful proſpect. 
of the River and Country ; the Gardens 
are large, and extend to Inglefield Green, that 
lays behind, The new Buildings and large 
Plantation and Gardens by Francis Piggot, 
Eſq. in this neighbourhood, promiſe to be 
moſt pleaſing, as is alſo the Houſe of Mr. 
Hammerſley on the Hill, each of which com- 


mands moiſt extenſive and beautiful Prof- 


pes over the River, and the. achacent 
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Datchet, alſo a pleaſant Village, lies higher 
up the River, and has the conveniency of a 
Bridge built by Queen Anne, with an en- 
trance into Vindſor little Park. The courſe 


of the River, and the Road round the Park 


Wall is quite agreeable, eſpecially on Sum- 
mer Evenings. This village has of late been 
much improved, and is inhabited by many 
Families of Fortune, on account of its 
pleaſant ſituation and vicinity to Windſor ; 
and in this Pariſh is Ditton- Park, the Seat

In this circle of Villages, and imme- 
diately under the Caſtle, is Eton, W 
which, tho? in a different Coun - oa.

Town with Windſor, by the ready commu- 
nication of a Bridge over the River. Eton 
is pleaſantly ſituated on the banks of the 
Thames, in a delightful Valley, and remark- 
able healthy Soil. Eton has been long famous 
for its royal College and School, founded 
by King Henry VI. in the year 1440, for the 


education of ſeventy Youths in claſſical 


Learning; from this Foundation they are 
fent to King's College in Cambridge, founded 
alſo by the fame Prince, where they are 
amply. provided for, and. at the oh any | 
O 
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df three years, claim the Fellowſhip of that 
College. Eton School has conſtantly been 
the nurſery and place of Education of great 
numbers of the Nobility, and Youth of the 
firſt Families in the Kingdom, inſomuch, 


that this Royal Foundation has always been 


conſidered the moſt diſtinguiſhed Seminary 
for claſſical Learning and polite Literature. 


The College conſiſts. of two neat Qua- 
1 drangles or Courts. In the outermoſt, are 
the Schools, and Lodgings for the Maſters 
and Scholars, and on the South is the Col- 
lege Chapel; on the front or Eaſt end is 
part of the Provoſt's Lodgings, and a beau- 
tiful ancient Tower or Gateway, which di- 
vides the two Courts: in the middle of the 
firſt Court is a Statue in braſs, well executed, 
of the Royal Founder. The inner Court is 
the Lodging and Apartments of the Provoſt 
and Fellows of the College ; on the South 
fide is the College Library, one of the moſt 
elegant in the Kingdom, both in reſpect to 
the neatneſs of the Room, and a well- choſen 
Collection of the beſt Authors and their 
Editions ; given, for the moſt part, by Dr. 
W addington, Biſhop of Chicheſter, Dr. Godol- 
phin, Provoſt, the Rev. Mr. Reynolds, late 
Fellow, and Nicholas Mann, Eſq; late Maſ- 
ter of the Charter. Houſe : in particular "ij 

ne 
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fine Library of Richard Topham, of Mindſor, 
Eſq; with many elegant Drawings of Greek 
and Roman Antiquities, collected ar a great 
expence by that Gentleman in Rome, is a 


ſingular ornament to this Library, and was 
preſented to the College by Lord Chief Juſ- 


tice Reeve and Dr. Mead, his Executors.

It muſt be confeſſed, each fide of this 
Caſtle has its peculiar! beauties both of Na- 
ture and Art, (as has been before frequent- 
ly noticed : ) On the North ſide the Proſpect 
is of the greater extent, and terminates only 
by a range of Hills upwards of thirty miles 
in length, that is from Harrow on the Hill, 
eaſtward, to the Hills of Henley-upon-T; hames, 
weſtward ; but not to launch out too far, 
and to keep within the limits of our preſent 

Purpoſe, it is fufficient barely to point out 
to the curious Senner this extenſive prol- 
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pect from the Caſtle, and confine the preſent 

deſcription to that part only that immediate 
ly offers to the eye, and by its more neigh- 
bourly ſituation, comes directly within the 
compaſs and intent of this Pocket Companion. 
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I. Ditton Park, in the pariſh of Datchet, 
before- mentioned; This antient and venera- 
ble Manſion, was built by Sir Ralph Min- 
wood, Secretary of State to King James I. it 
came afterwards into the noble Family of 
Montagu, and, on the demiſe of the late moſt 
princely Duke, this Houſe and Manor of 
Datchet came to her Grace the Dutcheſs of 
Mancheſter, eldeſt Daughter and joint Hei- 
reſs of that antient and noble Family: The 
Houſe is built in form of a Caſtle, ſurround- 
ed by a large moat of Water, and in the 
middle of a pleaſant Park, well planted with 
Timber; the Apartments are large and beau- 
uifully painted, and in the Pifture-Gallery 
are a good Collection of Paintings, many 
of them by the firſt Maſters. Lord Beaulieu 
married the Dutcheſs of Mancbeſter, and has 
much improved the Houſe and Gardens.

The Houſe was built by George Villers 
Duke of Buckingham, 1n the reign of King 
Charles II. and came by marriage of the 
Heireſs of that Family to the late Earl of 
Orkney, who greatly improved both the 
Houſe and Gardens, which were alſo farthey 
extended and enlarged by the late Prince of 
Wales, and made moſt delightful, infomuchs 
that in every part, or wherever the eye is 
turned, nothing offers to the fight. but the 
moſt agreeable Avenues, Parterres, and fine 
Lawns, and theſe heightened by an extenſive 
view of the river Thames, and a moſt beau- 
tiful and well cultivated: Country: The 
Houſe is a ſtately regular Edifice, and the 
Rooms ſpacious and noble: In the Grand 
Chamber the tapeſtry hangings repreſeat the 
Battles of the late Duke of Marlborough; 
wrought to great perfection, by. order of the 
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late Earl of Orkncy, who was himſelf an Of. 
ficer of ſuperior rank in thoſe glorious Cam- 
Paigns : On the front of the houſe is raiſed 
à moſt noble Terrace or Walk, and is ſaid to 


be higher than the Terrace of Windſor Caf. 


tle, it is certain, the proſpe& here is equally 
extenſive and beautiful. 


And now it is not poſſible to deſcend from 
this moſt delightful eminence, withour firit 
obſerving the exceeding great beauty of this 
Lange of Hills from Langley, through the 
feveral Villages of Hexham, Stoke, Farnham, 
Burnham, Hitcham, and by Cliefden to Tap- 
lor, every part offering freſh pleaſure and 
delight, inſomuch that this part of the 
Country may truly be named the Garden of 
Nature; and the attentive and diſcerning 
ſpectator, on a view of the moſt beautiful 
Valley and Country underneath, will call 
to mind, and imagine that he here ſees re- 
vived, the celebrated Tempe of antient 
Wey. The moſt pleaſant meadows, or 
paſturey for Cattle, and fields on every fide 
With waying plenty crowned, together with a 
fine and-healrhful ſoil, watered by the river 
Thames, do ſo truly render this ſpot moſt 
Pleafant and delightful, that it is ſcarce poſ- 
fible 0 do juſtice to any one particular part,

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Edward III. King of England, FounDetr of the moſt 
Mauſtrious Order of the Gar TER, was the eldeſt ſon of 
King Edward II. and Iſabella, daughter to Philip the 
fair, King of France. After the death of her brother 
Charles IV. without iſſue, King Edward laid claim to 
the Crown of France as next heir male, and the glo- 
rious conqueſts in aſſertion of his right to that King- 
dom, by the battles of Sluce, Creſfſy, and Poidiers, fill 


. the Annals of Euroupe His many victories alſo over 
the Scots, and other his enemies, are fo many monu- 
ments of his glory. 


Mr. Barnes, in his Hiſtory of this Prince, ſays, 
*«« He was wiſe and provident in council, underſtood 
«« the ſeveral languages of Europe, was of an exalted, 
* glorious, and truly royal ſpirit, elegant in ſpeech, 
affable in behaviour, magnanimous and couragious, 
apt for war, but a lover of peace, never puffed up 
with proſperity, nor diſmay'd at adverſity, devout 
* to God, gracious to his people, true to his word, 
loving to his friends, terrible to his enemies, a ſtrict 
* obſerver of his Faith and Honour,” 


Edward Prince of Wales and Duke of Cornwall, uſu- 
ally named the Black Prince, was the worthy ſon of his 


royal Father, At ſixteen years of age this Prince 


entered upon the ſtage of war, and being knighted by 


- his royal Father, led the van of the King's army at 


the battle of Creſſy, Anno 1346, and it is worthy of 
notice, that being hard preſſed by the enemy, and 
word ſent to the King, that the Prince ſtood in need 
of his aſſiſtance ; after enquiry, if he was either dead 


or wounded, his heroic Father bid the meſſenger - 


turn, and tell them to ſend to him no more, ſo long as his 
Son lived: for, ſays he, he shall this day win his Spurs, 
and 1 defign him the honour of this Expedition. At the 
battle of Poictier, alſo, Sep, 19. Ann. 1356, Prince 
Edward gained a ſecond compleat victory over the 
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ſon Philip priſoners, whom he brought into England to 
his royal Father : By him alſo was Peter King of Ca. 
tile reſtored to his throne ; and by a conſtant purſuit of 
great and heroick deeds, this Prince became the flower 
of chivalry, and delight of the Exgliab nation. He died, 


to the great grief of his royal Father and the whole 


nation, June 8, Ann. 1371, in the forty-fixth year of 
his age; and was buried in the Cathedral Church of 
Canterbury with great ſolemnity. 8

Tue Knights of the Garter ſince the foundation of 
the Order have been continued by a regular ſucceſſion 
in the moſt noble Families of the Kingdom, and the 
firſt Princes, or Families in Europe, to the number of 
five hundred and eighty-ſix Knights. A Catalogueof 
theſe Knights would exceed the bounds of this ſmall 
Volume, intended chiefly for a Pocket Companion, and 
preſent Guide to Windſor, and the Royal Caſtle; therefore 
the preſent Knights only, and their immediate Predeceſ. 
ſors ſince the acceſkon of the preſent royal Family to 
the throne of theſe Kingdoms, is here inſerted ; and 
the Reader deſirous of more early information is refer- 
red to the larger work, The Hiftory and Antiquities of 


Windſor Caſtle, and the Order of the Garter, in Quarto, 


where is given a compleat Catalogue from the firſt In- 
ſtitution to the preſent time, under the reign of each 
reſpeQive Sovereign of the Order.
